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PARISH COUNCIL. 


RE:(SKIPS FOR GARDEN RUBBISH). 


As residents are, or should be, aware, a refuse skip 
is provided by the Parish Council behind its Mainten¬ 
ance Headquarters* for dumping garden refuse only. 
Unfortunately, this facility is continually being 
abused in that other types of rubbish are being placed 
in the skip, and indeed in the surrounding area when -- 
the latter is full e.g. bedspreads', washing machines, 
waste building materials etc.. 

We have frequently pointed out that the skip is only 
intended for garden waste and NOT for other refuse. 
South Cambridgeshire District Council provide the 
required alternative facilities including FREE 
collection of large items (See below). 

The Parish Council's requests and warnings, however 
continue.to be ignored. Recently, also , we received 
a letter of complaint from the County Education Dept, 
concerning the state of the refuse area and the danger 
to children. 

We have therefore decided that:- 

UNLESS THE SKIP IS ONLY USED FOR GARDEN REFUSE AND - ■ 
S UCH REFUSE IS PROPERLY DUIvIPED I.E. NOT CARELESSLY 
DEPOSITED IN THE SURROUNDING AREA. THIS FACILITY WILL 
B E COMPLETELY WITHDRAWN WITHOUT FURTHER NOTICE. _ 

Our reasons for taking this decision are as follows 

1. The refuse area has become a health and 
safety hazard. 

2. The costs of providing this facility are far 
in excess of what was expected owing to the 
large volume nf unauthorized rubbish and the 
manner in which it is dumped. 

3. Due to this unauthorized use, it is often im¬ 
possible to use the skip for the proper purpose. 

If you wish to retain this facility, please use it only 
as intended and ensure that others do the same.

The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held 
on Tuesday 19th June in the Green Hut. 

RUBBISH SKIP. 


There was a lengthy discussion concerning the skip 
behind the farmhouse v/hich is hired and financed by the 
Parish Council for the benefit of all villagers. This 
skip is intended for garden rubbish only , but the Council 
has noted that large items of household and building 
rubbish are continually being dumped in the skip. If this 
facility continues to be abused in this manner the Council 
will have no option but to withdraw it without further 
notice. Please see the statement by the Chairman of the 
Parish Council which also appears in this edition of the 
'News' -for a full explanation of the Council's policy on 
this matter-. 

SALE OF FREEHOLDS. 

The Parish Council ap'^logies to purchasers of freeholds 
for. the long delays in the completion of freehold tran¬ 
sfers. These originate from the Land Registry and are 
beyond our control, although we are writing to the Land 
Registry expressing our strong dissatisfaction at the 
current situation and asking for the transfers to be 
dealt with more promptly in future. 

The Council also regrets that at present it is still 
unable to offer freeholds of premises in Hollytrees for 
sale, as negotiations with the developers are still in 
progress. However, every effort will be made to 
expedite matters and H'llytrees residents may be sure 
that their freeholds will be made available to them as 
soon as possible. 

L0\'J FLYING AIRCRAFT. 

The Council is concerned by the number of aircraft flying 
over the village and especially at the low level of their 
flight paths. The Clerk will be contacting the Commanding 
Officer at,the base from which they originate to make the 
Council's feelings known. 

HEALTH Centre. 


Several complaints have been received from villagers over 
long v/aits before a doctor's appointment can be obtained. 
A member of the Council is to visit the Health Centre 
to discuss the matter and see what can be done to improve 
the present state of affairs. 

BANK OPENING HOURS. 

The Council understands.that within the next few weeks 
-it is hoped that the■bank in the Mall will be open for 
five days’each week instead of four as at present*
